DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-3,5-26, 34-38, 40-42,45 and 46 were examined and allowed. 



Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance are 

considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of the specification, 
as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Sneed . 71 0 F.2d 1 544, 1 548, 218 USPQ 385 
(Fed. Cir. 1983). While the invention discloses calling a native kernel of a native 
operating system, the non-native kernel calls comprising non-native instructions 
not operable on the native operating system, (pg. 8, lines 22-23) the native kernel 
being part of the native operating system and having access to hardware through 
one or more device drivers and hardware interfaces native to the native kernel, 
delivering the native kernel calls to the native kernel for direct execution at the 
native kernel of the operating system without the non-native program modules 
being programmed or re-complied, none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in the 
independent claims.
